(INTENDED USE] 


This respirator, when worn to cover the mouth and nose, prevents inhalation of harmful particulates floating in the atmosphere. 
This respirator conforms to the Guidelines for Preventing the Transmission of Mycobacterium tuberculosis in Health-Care Facilities 
issued by CDC (Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, United States Department of Health and Human Services). 

Do not use for harmful gas and vapors, oil aerosols, asbestos, arsenic, cadmium, lead, 4.4’-methylendianiline (MDA) or sandblasting. 
This respirator cannot be used in areas where oxygen level is less than 19.5%.

[USE INSTRUCTIONS] 

1.Before putting on this respirator, check for any defects (deformation or damage of facepiece, improperly-attached nosepiece, problems 
with fitting sponge, soiling inside the respirator, insufficient elasticity of straps, broken straps, improperly-attached and damage 
with strap attachment tools, etc.). Ifyou find a defect, exchange the respirator for one without defects. 

2. Do not use with beard. It may result in leakage. 

3. Before occupational use of this respirator a written respiratory protection program must be implemented meeting all the local 
government requirements.

(1) Place the respirator against your face with the white nosepiece on top. Place the lower straps over the back of your head. 

(2) While holding the respirator with one hand, place the upper straps around your neck. 

(3) At first, to adjust the strap length, pinch the end of a strap with one hand and pull a strap while hold strap attachment 
tool lightly with the other hand. Next, adjust lengths of strap at 4 places in the same way to be equally on both sides. 

(4) Use both hands to bend the nosepiece snugly to fit the shape of your face. 

(5) Using both hands, over the whole of the respirator to check the fit - breathing out to make sure that no breath escapes 
from around the nose or edges of the respirator. If you cannot fit the respirator properly, do not enter any area 
contaminated by dust or other harmful substances. 


[STORAGE] 


Store unused respirators in a clean, cool, dark, dry place. 


(ABANDONMENT) 


When disposing of respirators, place them in a bag or similar container designed to prevent dispersion of harmful particulate substances on the 
respirator.
